TIME OF PLANTING.—F rom the time spring frosts cease up to June 15. A 
most admirable feature of pot grown plants is the perfect safety and facility of 
using to advantage, up toa very late period, say July 10, for instance, where new 
places cannot be got readyin the usual spring season for planting, or where 
seeds, etc., have failed. The only prerequisite is to choose, if possible, a moist, 
cloudy time for planting out, or use shade or water temporarily till rain comes. 
For very late planting the Monthly Roses are best for bloom; next the quick 
growers and perpetual bloomers, as Ageratum, Zonale Geraniums. Cannas, Abu- 
tilons, Verbenas, Salvias, Feverfew; and for foliage, the beautiful Acalyphas, 
Alternanthera, Coleus, and Stevia Variegata.

We do not consider budded roses good for permanent out-door planting, the 
difference being the Mannetti or stock 0n which roses are budded makes sucha 
strong growth and sends upsomany suckers that it usually kills out the variety 
to which it is budded the first year, and takes its place, and nothing is left but the 
common or stock rose, unless of course the grower is very familiar with the cul- 
tivation of roses, and knows the difference between the stock and the bud and 
when to prune and pinch back. 


ROSES FROM POTS. 


From many years experience we can without any hesitation recommend pot- 
grown roses on their own roots. Hybrid Perpetuals, Hybrid Teas, Monthly, 
Bourbon, and China as best for spring planting. As is well known the Hybrid 
Perpetuals are all hardy. The Hybrid Tea, Bourbon, China, and Polyantha, 
if wellstarted and properly grown, are very hardy, and will, if suitably protected 
during the winter, come through in good growing condition. They should be 
carefully hilled up to, with 10 or 12 inches of soil and then covered with light 
mulching. More of these roses are killed by over prorecion than not enough. 

The above classes are the freest blooming of all roses, and best for perma- 
nent planting. In shipping pot grown roses each plant is wrapped separately in 
paper, when taken from the pot and all the small fibrous roots left intact, in good 
growing condition, consequently the root growth is not checked by shipping, and 
the plant starts to grow as soon as transplanted, and is well established in the 
ground before the top has made a heavy growth and before the hot summer 
weather comes. 

We claim to be as well up in rose growing as the average florist, having had 
a lifetime experience in growing in large quantities all classes of roses, and yet 
in transplanting out door grown roses and wintering them in cold storage we lose 
a great many plants, no matter how careful we are in handling them. Onthe 
contrary, intransplanting roses from pots we never lose any plants, even when plant- 
ing small roses from 2 inch pots. The reason for this is as explained above, that at 
the time of transplanting, the plant is intact inallits roots, stem, and branches. 

We have for some years made a specialty of growing allof our roses on their 
own roots, and also a large portion of them in 4 inch pots, and that the pot plants 
have given entire satisfaction is fully attested by the numerous testimonials we 
have received from pleased customers. of their certainty of growth, hardiness, 
and earlier, freer, and finer blooming qualities than dormant or outdoor grown 
plants of these classes of roses.
